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PART III.—MISCELLANEOUS INFORMATION. 


[ Nore.—The following summary of the census results was submitted 
to the Dewan on the 23rd April 1891, soon after the Final Census 
was taken and was published as a Gazette Supplement. The figures 
given in it will not quite tally with the results of the final tabulation. 
For the Quilon Cantonment and the Trivandram Residency Escort 
figures were received subsequently from Madras and were added to 
the totals of those towns. ‘he figures for Melagudalore, which had 
found their way by mistake into our returns, and which had been 
included in Periyar aud Thekkadi, were, since the summary was 
written, struck off our books. To these changes are due, therefore, 
any difference between the figures given here and the final results as 
shown in the body of the Report. ‘The general conclusions, however, 
arrived at in the summary remain unaffected. ‘They are in no wise 
different from those deduced in the Report itself. | 


Census CENTRAL OFFICE, 
Camp TRIVANDRAM, 23rd April 1891. 


A.—The Census of Travancore—February 1891. 


1. The results of the recent census will be briefly summarised. 
Our final enumeration was synchronous with that of the whole of 
the Indian Empire. 

2. The final census was taken partly on the night of the 26th 
February and partly on the morning of the 27th idem—an arrange- 
ment carried out with the approval of the Madras Government, 
conveyed in their G.O., dated the 12th August 1890, No. 648. I had 
represented that the night census of the house population was 
specially difficult in Travancore for reasons shown in my letter to you, 
No. 10, dated the 18th July 1890, from which I quote the following :— 


“T have the honour to inform you that I have carefully considered 
para. 2 of G.O., No. 402, dated 4th June 1890, Revenue, forwarded 
with your letter, No. a iar dated the 11th instant. 

“ Travancore comes in the class of ‘ Special tracts’ in which a night 
enumeration will be impossible, on account of the wildness of the 


country and the peculiarly isolated condition of the bulk of our houses. 


‘We have in Travancore about 500,000 houses according to the 
census of 1881, of which more than 80 per cent. are houses situated 
within enclosures. ‘’hese enclosures are generally made of strong mud 
or masonry walls.or high fences, and access to them is by an only outer 
door, which, in most cases, is several yards distant from the door of 
the house. In the case of the well-to-do classes, the enclosure around 
the house covers an area of 4 or 5 acres. ‘he inmates shut the outer 
door after night-fall, and in the case of the labouring population, they 
come home at about 6 P.M., take warm conjee and go to sleep at about 
7 or even earlier. It would be impossible for the enumerator to get at 
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either of these two classes of people referred to above, and the 
result will be that he may not be able to see the house-holder or 
talk to him on the census night. I fear the night census of the 
bulk of the Travancore population may fail. If we persist, the results 
will be anything but accurate. 


“The system to be adopted on this occasion should be the same as 
that adopted in the censuses of 1875 and 1881, and which is explained 
in page 27 of my Census Report for 1881 thus :—

‘The success of both the former censuses were, I think, mostly due 
to this convenient arrangement. 


“| am very anxious on this point, and unless Government see the 
real difficuities of the case, I fear the next census of February 1891 
may give trouble and hardships of a kind unknown on the Madras coast. 
It would be a differeut thing if, as there, the houses are situated in 
clusters, called villages, and the access to each door is directly from 
the open street or road. 


“IT request you will place this information before the Madras 
Government and get the final enumeration of Travancore altered to 
the morning of the 27th February, the results being those of the 
previous night.” 


3. The order of Government, on the above, ran thus :— 


“The Resident will ke informed through the Political Department 
that under the circumstances represented a night census in Travan- 
core will not be insisted upon. The arrangements proposed by the 
Dewan are approved. 

(True Extract.) 
(Signed) C, A. GALTON, 
Secretary to Government.” 
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4, The census commenced with a Regulation passed by H. H. the 
Maha Rajah on the lst of November 1890. 


5. This is the third systematic enumeration of the people of 
Travancore ordered by His Highness’ Government within the memory 
of the present generation. The former two enumerations were in 
February 1875 and February 1881.

27th February 
rapidly as possible with the enumeration book previously filled up dur- 
ing the preliminary enumeration, sammon the chief member of each 
family residing in the house, and read over to him the entries made 
for his family in the schedule. He will strike out the entries for 
persons who have been absent the night before, or have died since the 
first enumeration, and fill up the form for any person who was in the 
house during the night previous, but who was not there when the 
first visit was made, sach as guests, infants newly born and others. 
He is to consider as having been present the night before all living in 
or taking their meals from the house, even though any of them may 
have been ont fishing or watching in the fields or at a shop, &c., for 

the night.” : 


7. By way of preparation for the final census, the census work was 
divided into three parts :—

These Preliminaries were carefully and leisurely carried out with a 
view to the satisfactory accomplishments of the final synchronous 
enumeration of the whole State. 


8. The whole country was divided into 12,668 blocks, over every 
one of which an enumerator was appointed for the final census day. 


9. The British cantonment of Quilon was censused by the Officer 
Commanding Quilon, in accordance with the Resident’s letter to you, 
dated Quilon, 13th December 1890, in which the Resident observed :— 


“ The Officer Commanding Quilon has represented to me that there 
are no Cantonment funds available for the census expenses in the 
Quilon Cantonment, and he has asked me to relieve him of the work ; 
this Tam unable to do entirely, as the Government have laid down that 
the census of the population in military cantonments is to be taken by 
military authorities. I have however arranged with him that he shall 
take the census within the boundaries shown iu the enclosed sketch, 
and I would be much obliged if you,will kindly arrange for the taking 
of the census outside those limits. The Officer Commanding will 
render your officer every assistance in his power.” 


The Residency escort at Trevandrum was also censused by British 
Officers, the Assistant Resident writing to us on the 22nd December 
1890 :— 

“ Tn reference to the instructions issued by the British Resident, 
that the census within military limits be taken by military authori- 
ties in concert with civil authorities, I shall feel obliged by your 
kindly deputing an official to meet (during my absence from Trevan- 
drum) the manager of the Resident’s office, to assist him in determin- 
ing the Resident’s escort limits within which the census of the escort 
will be taken by me, so that all other limits may be censused by the 
Sircar officials.” 

So also were the people of the Periyar Project works censused by 
the Chief Engineer, Periyar Project, according to the Resident’s letter, 
No. 1347, dated Trevandrum, 22nd November 1890; in which the Re- 
sident wrote :— 


“The Madras Government proposes that the Chief Engineer, 
Periyar Project, shall, as a matter of convenience, take the census. of 
the British camps at Periyar and Thekkadi, the schedules being subse- 
quently transmitted to the Travancore authorities. I presume that 
His Highness’ Government will have no objection to the proposal 


which will be so convenient to both parties.” 


10. The census schedules of these three localities named above 
were forwarded to the Madras Government. I have now got back 
those for the Periyar Project works from the Madras Census Superin- 
tendent. 


11. In the hill tracts of Travancore, including most part of the 
Cardamom Hills’ region, only a preliminary enumeration was required, 


, 
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and this was satisfactorily done. Mr. Maltby, the Superintendent and 


Magistrate of the Cardamom Hills, writes in his letter, No. 127, dated 
Coomily, 7th March 1891 :— 


“IT have the honour to inform you that the census work is now 
finished, with the exception of that undertaken by the 3rd class 
Magistrate of Peermade, about which I have not yet had a final report ; 
but as the work is being supervised by the su pervisor you were good 
enough to depute to assist Mr. Beale, I feel confident that it will now 
be satisfactory.” 


12. The 3rd class Magistrate of Peermade, Mr. Beale, reported 
completion of his work on the 26th February 1891. With regard toa 
portion of his charge, he thought fit to enumerate it on the final cen- 


sus day, and this also was done in time, of which he reported later on 
thus :— 


‘Tn continuation of my letter of the 26th ultimo, I beg to report 
that the final census enumeration was completed yesterday, and the 
Forms No. III. in connection therewith have this day been despatched.” 


13. ‘There was some correspondence with regard to the schedule to 
be adopted for this census. The one ordered by the Government of 
India was more complicated and contained columns for fuller details of 
the people than either of the forms we had adopted before. And I 
suggested a less ambitious schedule in the interests of 
census ; but Mr. Stuart strongly recommended the adoption of the 
British Indian schedule, which’ was subsequently agreed to by His 
Highness’ Government on the ground pointed out by him, that it was 
“* most desirable that the statistics relating to the population of Tra- 
vancore should be uniform with those compiled for the rest of India.” 


14. We printed our own schedules and provided our own paper, not 
indenting upon the British Government for them, though they had 
kindly offered to supply us with the same. 


15. The final census gives the following results :—

On the final census day 515,859 houses were ‘ occupied ’ and 
29,354 were found ‘ unoccupied.’ The occupied houses form 94:62 per 
cent. of the total.

99:7 per cent. of the total population were found within doors on the 
census night, only 6,822 persons, or 3 in athousand, having been 
seen travelling. ; 

16. Onan average each enumerator’s block contained 43 houses 
and 202 persons. : 

17. There are 31 talugs in Travancore; on an average each taluq 
has 17,587 houses and 82,422 persons. 

18. Fifteen taluqs have a population exceeding this average. The 
most thickly peopled talug is Tiruvella, which has 122,142 persons, 
according to the census. Sherttala stood first on the occasion of the 
1881 enumeration, but there have been changes in the territorial limits 
of talugs since then. Some thickly-peopled villages have been trans- 
ferred to the Tiruvalla taluq from Chenganur, and hence the altera- 
tion in the relative positions of the two talugs. Quilon stands second, 
having a total population of 119,396. Sherttala comes third, with a 
population of 117,261. There are 10 talugs in Travancore with a 
population of more than 100,000 in each. According to the previous 
census there were 8 talugs, having each a population exceeding 
100,000, while in 1875 there were only 5 such taluqs.

20. The areality of the whole State is 379 per square mile, against 
343 in 1875 and 356 in 1881. Compared to other parts of India, the 
areality of Travancore is much greater. In the Madras Presidency it 
is only 248 per square mile. If we exclude from calculation the lakes, 
mountains and rivers and the uninhabitable and unimprovable hill 
tracts, the average density for Travancore comes to 609 per square 
mile, a state of things justifying Mr. Baines’ remark that there is 
“very cousiderable congestion in the highly cultivated tracts.” 
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21. Thesubjoined table gives the increases since the last census :—

or tor every 100 males there are 98°41 females in Travancore. 


23. House-accommodation has increased by 3°8 per cent., while the 
total population has increased by 6:4 per cent. in 10 years. The 
increase in both instances is nothing abnormal. In my last Census 
Report (page 92) I wrote :— 


“The result of the census of the Provinces and States of the 
British Indian Empire, where the present census is not the first, 
showed an increase of 12} millions on a population of 218 millions, 
ae, 6°2 per cent. on the numbers of 1871. Our census shows an 
increase of nearly 4 per cent. in 6 years, or which will, at that rate of 
increase, give 62 per cent. for 10 years. This is, I think, about the 
best proof that can be given of the accuracy of our result.” 


Judged by that standard, I find that the present result is accurate. 
The rates of increase tally so well. Considering that the increase is 
confined to the natural law of fecundity, and not to any appreciable 
influence of immigration, I think the result may be taken as quite 
trustworthy. There has also been increase in both the sexes, though 
the females seem to have increased only by 5:1 per cent. against 7°6 
per cent. among males. The rates of increase do not, however, seem to 
be so uniform in the Madras districts. The population has increased 
by 45 per cent. in Tanjore ; 13 per cent. in Madura; 19 per cent. in 
South Arcot; and 23 per cent. in Salem. 


24. It was arranged that the totals were to be made up by the 
enumerators, and an abstract submitted in the form given in Rule 


966 


31* of the Final Enumeration Instructions; but 1 found that these 
abstracts were not reliable, as they had all been prepared in a hurry, 
the enumerators (most of whom were Sircar servants) having been 
ordered back to their permanent work the next day after the census, 
The foregoing results have therefore been arrived at by a tabulation 
of the census schedules themselves. 


* When the work is done the enumerator will, after firmly stitching all the 
forms in the same book, submit them to the supervisor with a short abstract pre- 
pared in the following form. On the top of each form the enumerator should 
write his own name; and on the outside of the book the supervisor must write his 
own name. ‘The abstract should first be prepared by the enumerator on a loose 
paper which should be handed to the supervisor. The supervisor should keep the 
paper with him and give the book to some other enumerator and tell him to pre- 


pare an abstract in the same way. On receiving the book back from him, he, 


should himself prepare an abstract, and if all the three agree, the result may be 
accepted as correct. If they do not agree, all three should be carefully worked 
again until agreement is obtained. He will, after testing the books, forward them 
the same day with the abstracts to the Tahsildar for despatch to the Census 
Central Office. 


N.B.—The supervisor will not take charge of the enumeration books until he 
has certified the enumerator’s abstract to be correct.

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25. The filled-in schedule-books reached the Census Central Office 
. i1066 . ‘ 
by the oe oo v.€., the 20th day after the final enumeration. 


The records were arranged and the total results were abstracted from 
them, in 17 days thereafter. 


26. The results thus tabulated were telegraphed to the Imperial 
Census Commissioner, Simla, to the British Resident, and to the 
Census Superintendent of Madras, on the 6th and 7th April 1891, 7.e., 
within 37 days after the final census. 


27. The rough totals sammarised from the enumerators’ abstracts 
had already been telegraphed to them on the 23rd and 25th March 
last, i.e., within 24 days after the final enumeration. 


The Census Commissioner remarked in his letter to the Govern- 
ment of India on the recent census that the rough totals for the 
whole of the Indian Empire were ready in 5 weeks after the final 
census. 


28. With regard to the enumerators’ abstracts, Mr. Baines 
writes :— 


“The above is the system of communication prescribed, but whether 
it was in all cases duly observed, I am, of course, unable to say. 


“Neither the Provincial Superintendents nor I myself have as yet 
had an opportunity of testing these summaries, but I have no reason 
to think that their accuracy is impaired by the speed with which 
they were compiled.” 


29. The number of columns in the schedule of 1875 A.D. was 10; 
of 1881, 8; and of 1891 is 14. 


0. No obstacles are reported to have occurred in the taking of © 
the census. 


31. No part of Travancore was, on any account, omitted from the 
enumeration. 


32. No person was punished under the Census Regulation. 

33. More than 5,500 schedules were filled in by the householders 
themselves and handed over to the enumerators. These were care- 
fully checked. 


34. This is the first time that we have been able to census the 
principal towns of Travancore as such. The limits of each town 
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were defined, in time, and enumerators were appointed for them, 
separately; on this point I remarked in my last Census Report 
(page 276) :— 


“ Since the census, an attempt has been made to distinguish in the 
schedules, those for the principal towns from the rest. Our towns 
have no defined limits, and therefore for census purposes, the taluqs 
and the revenue divisions thereof, known as Proverties and Karas, 
were adopted. The Kara was taken as the unit of census operations. 
All the statistics tabulated are for these minute sub-divisions, Karas. 
It was ascertained from local officers, what Karas and portions of 
Karas were comprised in the principal towns, and the figures so 
totalled were submitted to the Imperial Census Commissioner, for 
7 towns in Travancore.” 


We have now been able to cure this defect of the former census. 
In deciding what were towns, for census purposes, we followed the 
dictum laid down by Mr. McIver, in para. 720 of his Census Report 
that “size, compactness, and certain architectural, commercial or 
industrial features are all considerations which would go to make up 
the definition of a town.” 


35. Two statements (Forms A. and B.) sent to the Census Com- 
missioner and the Census Superintendent are subjoined for your 
information. : 


36. The work of tabulation commenced a month ago and is being 
vigorously pushed on. 105 clerks have already been entertained as 
tabulators. I expect the whole work of abstraction, tabulation and 
compilation to be finished in about 3 months.
